We feel very sorry for the few 
earnest, honest men in China— 
the true patriots—who are trying 
their best to show that their 


.fcountry is capable of conducticg 


its own affairs, for actually the 
little bit of a free hand that has 


the cause already of much loss to 
business interests, and subsequent 
irritation to those affected. A 
Renter cable published yesterday 
gives a somewhat satirical French 
comm nt on a fresh aspect of the 
postal service in China. In this 
case coufusion has arisen over 
the matter of postal orders, which, 
though made out in France, are 
required to bave Chineso names 
rendered in the characters of 
Cathay. We can, quite believe 
that there is a need: for this— 
simply because the administra- 
tion is not doing as well as it had 
hoped, The result jis further 
trouble for all parties concerned. 
As the message states. the aboli- 
tion of Européan post offices in 
China bas Jed to “ unexpected 
complications,” and presumably 
there are others, equally serious, 
to follow.

Some conception of the amount 
of work which the two Inspectors 
ot the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals putin dur. 
ing the course of 3 month may 
be gained from a perusal of 
the report for March. Cats, 
‘dogs, cage-birds, sheep, pigs. 
cattle, poultry and even peacocks 
came under the supervision: of 
Inspectors Fisher and Boyd, and 
tho work they did may he 
imagined when it is pointed out 
that they paid visitasto markets, 
birdshops, the railway, shipa, 
the cattle depot and landing 
stages. An analysis of the 
figures shows that they inspected 
close on'5,000 animals during the 
month, a3 well as nearly 1,500 
crates of various kinds’. Good 
work is done in instracting people 
who, through -ignorarce or in- 
difference, are guilty of cruelty 
to animals, and. one satisfactory 
feature of the report is that 178 
cases of this kind were dealt with. 
The Jnspectors::’re gradually 
ecquaintiog all people who have 
to do with animals or poultry as 
to the nature of the law regarding 
‘cruelty, and we regard this educa- 
tive effort as amongst the most 
important part of their work. 
When we contemplate ell the 
good that is being done now that 
the Society has two paid In- 
spectors, we are able io get. some 
idea of the'necessity that exiated 
for, the resuscitation of the or- 
ganisation.
